Beginning January 3, the Slate 


or New York National Bank will 
provide a new -service to its check- 
ing account customers. As describ- 
ed by President John H Saxe, the 
new system involves the installa- 
tion of tellers' machines at each 
commercial teller's window, 


'"There is nothing new for the 


depositor to do," Saxe said, "but 
now for the first time the checking 
account customer will have re- 
ceipts for his deposits that are as 
complete and accurate m every 
respect as his canceled checks are 
for his Withdrawals. 
"With the new system, 
the 


checking account depositor gets a 
printed receipt, shaped like a 
check, which is a duplicate of the 
bank's record of the depdsit. 
showing amount, date, teller and 
transaction number. The com- 
mercial tellers' machine eliminates 
the need for a passbook and speeds 
up the work at the tellers' win- 
dows. Customers will save time, 
especially at rush hours, 
"At the end ot the month, after 
the depositor has compared his 
iegistered receipts with his state- 
ment of account,) th« receipts may 
bs flled with the cancelled checks. 
The statement will s«rva as the 
depositor's permanent record of 
degoaits and withdrawals." 
The passbook system, banking 


officials point out, serves well for 
savings accounts, but is not sat- 
isfactory for checking accounts. 
Under the new system, tlie pass- 


book need no longer be presented. 
Thus, President Saxe said, the 
business man who sends a messen- 
ger to the bank will enjoy a 
privacy never before possible be- 
cause separate receipts aie given 
for each transaction.

The 'two-party system had'early entrenched it;' 


soU in Amortoan life and by 1900, white other 'par- 
ties existed, they did eot matter much. From 
Abraham Lincoln to Grover Cleveland's first term, 
a period oC 24 years, the Republican Party was in 
olllcc in Washington, and in most of the northern 
nnd wcalcrn states. It was the majority'parly ^and 
bespoke the expanding economic »power of the, 
United States, Its strength lay,' in -the farm popu- 
lation and in the rnid&e elass. It drey its leader- 
ship from the older American. population, rather 
than from among the-newer immigrants, In the 
large cities even in the; north, -the 'Democrats pos- 
sessed increasing .political effectiveness, particular- 
ly wherever citizens 'of Irish origin were numerous,, 


In the south, the Democrats held full sway. No 


Republican could be elected to pfflee. 
This g»v,e 


to those who controlled ihe mechanism of the Re- 
publican Party, a manipulative power over south- 
ern delegates, who, white they could produce, no 
votes in elections, did'have representation in con- 
ventions. In 1900. the hig'figwe in,the Republican 
Purty was not the President of the- United. States, 
WlllUim McKintey, out tha party chairman, Mark 
Hanna, n businessman of Cleveland,'Ohio, 'Who had 
rcseuikl tho party from Grower Cleveland and who 
had deCeated William Jennings'Bryan, 
Mark Hanna was- an extraordinarily competent 


party manager who Integrated the functioning e* 
the National Committee,1 the presidency, the repre- 
sentation' in Congress, and the state organizations. 
The Republican Party was -organized almost as 
tightly as a British political, party,' falling 'apart, 
however, under Theodore Roosevelt, who sought to 
dominate and control the party 'through the presi- 
dency.

Woodrow Wilson, who suc- 
ceeded Taft, gave to the Democratic Party a new- 
orientation, waving away from the southerners 
who were as conservative, on the whole, as the;

For ' some 
time the .people of the to\yn of 
Esopus have been afflicted • with 
whut appears to be a regular or- 
ganized band of' horse and chick- 
en thieves, Tho first to receive 
attention from the light-fingered 
thieves was the widow of the late 
Oliverx Terpenning, when a horse 
and wagon were taken. John I. 
Low came in for his share, a 
horse and a wagon, Shortly after 
Edwin Taylor purchased a fine 
and valuable • team, and on en- 
tering his barn one morning found 
that Ms most valuable horse had 
befit* taken, John L. Hutchings, 
who had just supplied himself 
with a new wagon from the manur 
factory of John M, Mayer of Ron- 
dout, the thieves 'were not con- 
tent this time with merely tak- 
ing a valuable horse, but sup- 
plied themselves with 
harness 
and all necessary articles, whip, 
blankets and the new top wagon. 
Mr. flutehlngs traced h> goods 
a short distance, when all trace 
was '.Jost and 
neveV hoard of 
again. Last Tuesday night Mar- 
tin Cole, a hard-working farmer 
living a short distance below 
Port Ewon, lost a valuable young 
horse with wagon and harness." 
Well, it seems that Butchcss 
county had already a Horse Thief 
Association and1 »a a Horse Pro- 
tective Association of tha town

Republican Senator Tatt te pro- 


posing that Congress study the 
Kf<a«iWHty" of $100 pensions fm 
all 69-year-olds, says: "If a steel- 
worker is entitled to a pension oi 
$100 a month, why not a waiter?" 


A C.I.O. demand for $100 pen- 
sions for all workers in New x ork 
State has ; provoked a similar 
question: It In 'New York, why 
not elsewhere?' The issue of a 
national pension policy is 'almost 
certain to get much attention 'in 
the coming session of Congress. 


Some o£ the governmenvs top 
economists are . concerned' right 
now about this prospect: 
That in 1950, when .more com. 
panles have figured out -what the 
pensions will >co8t them, there will 
be o wave of price Increases like 
this month's $4 a ton boost in 
steel prices, 


And 'that this wave may come 
about the time that Industry Is 
facing a moderate 'deflation, with 
the result that sales fall off'ant 
the mild decline becomes a real 
downspin, 


Not that labor's, pension de- 
mands are apy more inflatioiiary 
than wage • demands, They' arc 
lass so, because they don't put 
ready spending money • in 
the 
workers' pocket. 


JBut the •• economic balance, i 
delicate, as Mr. Truman empha 
sized An his midyear economic 
message calling for moderation 
In wage demands. 


An opposite'' view is held 


many. They point=out that pe 
sions, by uripeovlnjg' the buying 
power of retired citizens, will be 
a boost for .business. Also, that to 
stabilize the income of this large 
section of the ptibjio will lessen 
the chance for wide- swings of in. 
nation and depression. 
Farther ahead is stiU another 


point of con.teoversy. .Some econ 
oroists 'suspect-that the mounting 
billions of dollars piling up in 
trust funds are billions which 
might otherwise go in^o business 
expansion. '

The trust funds, like insurance 
companies,, go in 'for "sufe" In. 
vestments line-government bonds 
and gilt-edge securities. 
They 


don't dabble f isy stocks xor buy 
bonds of unproved firms. Most 
states have laws v forbidding them 
to Invest in risky enterprises. 


The problem confronting the 


economic seers, then, Is whether 
there will be enough "venture 
capita]1* left to support a healthy 
growth of new enterprises, to 
launch new firms, develop new 
materials, open' up new fields 
and carty on new experiments, 


Government officials, in gen- 
eral, 'think ' the alarms" are pre 
mature. But they know 'tha 
some new economic forces have 
been turned loose, and believe it 
is time to find out where they are 
heading,
